IN NEED-OF HELP 


Paris Institution for War Blind 
Looks to Americans to Keep 
Its Doors Open.

PARIS, Aug. 24—The Phare de 
France, an. institution founded in Paris 
in 1915 by wAmerican Directors of the 
Lighthouse, Néw York, to rehabilitate 
allied war blind, will be forced to close 
its doors within two. months if financial 
ald is not itmmediatély’ forthconiing. 
This announcement was made today 
by, the Marquise de Villedon de’ Cour- 
mon, resident Directress of the institu- 
tion. 

The Phare de France, which fs known 
as the Choate War Memorial and is 
operated by*a Frarico-American ‘com- 
mittee for the war blind, is the princi- 
pal institution of its kind in France. 
It operates a large annex at Sévres, 
where it secured opportunity for the 
war blind to work in the National Pot- 
tery Works. It has also helped to 
found institutions at Bordeaux and 
Neuilly.

WHITE COAL AND BLACK. 

In the midst of the anxieties over 
getting éoal out of the ground and get- 
ting it transported where it is wanted, 
the thought of many turns toward 
the mines of ‘‘ white coal.’’ They lie 
upon the surface of the earth, are 
being continuously replenished by the 
clouds, but are being used to less than 
20 per cent. of their power capacity, 
the test going to waste. It is not that 
there is not an abundance of black 
coal for generations to come. There 
are twenty billion tons of anthracite 
and fifteen hundred billion tons of bi- 
tuminous coal stored below the surface 
in the United States-alone. It is not 
that we are obliged to be economical 
of the black coal for our own sakes; 
but we hope, as an eminent geologist 
has said, for a future of mankind on | 
this Continent’ not to be reckoned. by 
thousands, but by tens of thousands 
or hundreds of thousands of years. 
Our responsibility to succeeding gen- 
erations demands that we. reduce the 
use’ of coal to “' our absolute necesst- 
** tles, and therefore prolong its life to 
‘* the utmost.’’ — 

It is this responsibility, and not 
alone. economy, that suggests the 
fuller utilization of the power which 
is ‘‘deposited’’ in our streams—the 
power of sixty million hérses. White 
coal: cannot ‘wholly: supplant, but it 
can mightily supplement, the. black 
coal, so large a share of whichis con- 

sumed: in haulage: 40 -per ‘cent. df the 
total freight moved in ‘the United 
States in ‘1921: being .coal and coke. 
It can extend power from great cen- 
tres of control to imdustries that can- 
not themselves come to the sources of 
power—especially to the fields to as- 
sist in agriculture. It will conceiyably 
become, as Mr. WELLIvgR has so allur- 


ingly pictured in the current. number 


of the Review of Reviews, the super- 
power which will end the complete 
predominance of black coal as. the 
prime mover of industry. , 

In the ancient’s vision, of ** restora- 
tion’ a man went. aboht with a. line 
of flax in his hand and a measuring 
feed, and wherever he went: and 
measured he caused the watérs to run 
in dry places and deep rivers to course 
wheré'they had been shallow: He was 
the prototype of the modern engineer, 
whose greatest achievement, ‘now that.
